TO  THE  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN.  Buxton, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  a-id  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 962, 

This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  to  comply  with 
requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  is  in  area  one  of  the  largest 
rural  districts  in  the  country,  much  of  which  forms  part  of  the  National 
Park  with  natural  mountain  and  moorland  features  of  very  great  beauty. 

Much  of  the  area  is  sparsely  inhabited,  some  providing  the  catchment  area 
for  the  Derwent  Valley  Yi/ater  Board, 

Figures  daring  the  year  show  that  by  and  large  there  has  been  no 
significant  unemployment,  though  there  has  been  some  apprehension  with 
regard  to  the  school  leaving  age  group,  Vvliile  a large  part  of  the 
population  is  connected  v/ith  agricultxare,  a larger  proportion  find  their 
employment  either  in  the  quarries  in  the  western  and  southern  parts  of  the 
district  or  in  a large  engineering  works  in  the  parish  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith, 

In  addition  a certain  number  is  employed  in  small  concerns  mainly  under- 
taking specialist  work  for  the  cotton  industry,  while  the  remainder  of  the 
population  seek  employment  in  various  ways  in  the  conurbations  of  Manchester 
and  Sheffield  - the  proposed  curtailment  of  railway  services  is  likely  to 
affect  this  commuting  group  very  seriously. 

The  general  health  remains  good,  as  revealed  by  the  vital  statistics 
calculated  from  figures  supplied  by  the  registrar  general.  The  adjusted 
birth  rate  this  year  based  on  269  live  births,  a reduction  of  kS,  shows  a 
decline  from  19.6  to  16,6  which  is  slightly  below  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  Deaths  number  245>  a reduction  of  43  largely  due  to  a drop  of  21 
in  the  figures  for  deaths  due  to  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  all  but 
one  of  this  reduction  occurring  in  female  deaths  v/hich  is  halved.  The 
adjusted  death  rate  is  thus  13.4  and  slightly  higher  than  the  overall  national 
average.  The  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  is  24  and  the 
estimated  mid  year  population  shows  no  change.  Deaths  from  some  form  of 
heart  disease  accounted  for  98,  with  deaths  from  coronary  disease  almost 
unchanged  at  53.  Until  more  is  kno\m  with  regard  to  the  causation  of 
coronary  disease  one  can  only  reiterate  the  advice  that  exercise  should  be 
taken  regularly  rather  than  in  week-end  bursts  - care  too  should  be  taken 
to  avoid  over  indulgence  in  food  and  tobacco.  Deaths  due  to  bronchitis  were 
only  slightly  increased  at  18,  but  those  due  to  pneumonia  at  14  were  6 more 
than  the  previous  year.  Lung  cancer  shows  a decline  with  a figure  of  2 deaths 
in  men,  equalled  for  the  first  time  by  the  same  number  in  women.  At  current 
levels  of  cigarette  smoking  in  the  adult  population  the  figure  for  men  at  least 
can  be  expected  to  be  up  again  next  year.  The  lack  of  concern  of  the  public 
to  the  proven  hazards  of  cigarette  smoking  is  astounding,  since  there  must 
be  few  nowadays  who  are  unaware  of  the  facts.  Every  effort,  however,  is  made 
to  ensure  that  school  children  are  aware  of  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking, 
and  this  seems  to  be  the  most  promising  method  of  achieving  significant  results 
in  the  future. 
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In  the  early  part  of  the  year  influenza  occurred  and  affected 
the  adult  popiilation  particxfLarly,  The  figure  for  national  insurance 
sick  benefit  claims  reached  a maximim  of  500^  above  normal  in  the  week 
ended  13th  January,  1962  but  returned  to  normal  four  or  five  weeks  after. 
School  attendance  was  almost  unaffected.  Although  there  was  a sizeable 
outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  in  Buxton,  I am  glad  to  say  only  a few 
oases  occurred  in  the  Rural  District,  Apart  from  this,  infectious 
disease  was  at  a very  low  level.  For  yet  another  year  no  case  of  either 
poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  was  notified.  Nevertheless,  I am  seriously 
concerned  by  the  reports  which  I receive  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
which  show  that  primary  vaccinations  against  diphtheria  are  apparently 
running  at  much  too  low  a level.  The  oral  ( Sabin)  poliomyelitis 
vaccine  came  into  general  use  during  the  year.  This  is  a considerable 
advance  in  our  fight  against  poliomyelitis  in  as  much  as  the  immunity 
conferred  is  far  more  durable  than  anything  achieved  so  far,  and  it 
seems  probable  that  this  disease  can  be  eliminated  provided  the  oral 
vaccine  is  used  universally. 

Housing  conditions  on  the  whole  are  reasonably  good  and  it  is 
now  proposed  to  deal  with  our  slum  clearance  programme  of  75  unfit 
buildings  during  the  next  five  years.  Although  a considerable  number 
of  improvement  grants,  both  standard  and  discretionary  have  been  approved 
by  the  Council  there  are  many  remaining  houses  in  the  district  which 
could  be  dealt  with  under  this  procedure.  The  Council  is  to  be 
congratulated  in  my  opinion  on  the  excellent  results  achieved  in 
purchasing  a row  of  15  houses  in  Peak  Dale  which  have  been  brought  up 
to  a very  reasonable  standard  by  the  use  of  the  improvement  grant 
procedure.  This  policy  might  well  be  extended  where  practicable, 

1 am  glad  too  that  next  year  should  see  the  inauguration  of  at  least 

2 of  the  proposed  6 schemes  for  the  care  of  older  tenants  in  bungalow 
accommodation  incorporating  a warden.  This  method  of  accommodating 
the  elderly  has  much  to  recommend  it  since  it  provides  for  a measure 
of  supervision  and  assistance  which  makes  it  possible  to  retain  the 
infirm  tenant  in  his  own  home.  Loneliness  too,  another  problem  of 
old  age  is  to  a large  extent  mitigated.  I am  glad  to  know  that  the 
Council  are  deeply  concerned  about  the  question  of  house  warming  for 
their  elderly  tenants.  This  necessity  in  old  age  is  often  inadequately 
provided  for,  mainly  due  to  the  cost  involved,  but  in  some  cases  due  to 
the  physical  effort  entailed  in  tending  to  an  open  fire  in  severe  weather 
conditions,  I should  like  to  see  further  extensions  of  the  Warden 

idea  developed  and  it  might  be  appropriate  to  consider  blocks  of  flatlets 
in  certain  parts  of  the  district.  Flatlets  have  the  advantage  that 
the  cost  of  central  heating  can  be  an  inclusive  charge  in  the  rent, 
that  the  Warden  can  more  readily  attend  to  a larger  number  of  tenants, 
and  that  it  is  more  economical  in  building  land  and  costs,  A further 
consideration  is  the  elimination  of  the  difficulty  which  some  old  people 
encounter  in  cultivating  their  own  garden. 

The  Meals  on  Vdieels  Service  now  covers  Chapel-en-le-Frith, 
parts  of  Chinley  and  Hayfield,  each  participant  receiving  a hot  meal 
on  two  days  per  week.  This  Service  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
close  co-operation  of  the  Rural  District  Council,  the  Welfare  Department 
of  the  County  Council,  the  W.V.S,,  and  Messrs,  Ferodo  Ltd,,  in  whose 
Works  Canteen  the  meals  are  prepared,  I feel  that  the  success  of  the 
Service  reflects  great  credit  on  all  concerned  and  especially  on  the 
members  of  the  W.V.S,  who  carry  out  their  voluntary  duties  in  an 
admirable  manner. 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  has  had  a most  encouraging  first 
year  largely  due  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Chairman,  Mr,  Tomlinson, 
and  a hard  working  efficient  Secretary  in  Mr,  Robinson.  The  high 
rate  of  accidents  this  year  is  no  fault  of  theirs  but  rather  points 
to  the  necessity  for  the  existence  of  such  a Committee, 

The  date  for  the  final  take-over  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board  is  now  1st  October,  1963.  The  delays  which  have  occurred  have 
held  up  proper  consideration  of  plans  to  extend  the  distribution  system 
to  areas  where  a piped  water  supply  is  needed.  It  may  be  in  some  cases 
that  the  cost  will  be  prohibitive,  and  in  that  event  it  will  be 
necessary  to  consider  certain  properties  in  these  areas  for  inclusion 
in  slum  clearance  proposals.  One  cannot  refer  to  water  supply  without 
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a reference  to  fluoridation.  In  this  area  where  there  is  a multiplicity 
of  supply  points,  the  implementation  of  this  procedxire  will,  xmdoubtedly, 
present  difficulty,  nevertheless,  I hope  that  this  common  sense  measure 
to  improve  our  children* s teeth  will  be  introduced  before  long  locally. 

During  the  year  some  headway  was  made  in  improving  drainage  and 
sewerage,  but  it  may  well  be  that  in  spite  of  the  cost  involved  this 
amenity  should  be  provided  in  other  parishes  where  certain  difficulties 
are  experienced  from  time  to  time. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred,  but  I should  like  your  Health 
Inspectors  to  have  more  time  to  spend  on  the  supervision  of  food  handling 
establishments  in  their  respective  districts.  Meat  inspection  in  the  single 
slaughter-ho\ise  is  carried  out  on  all  carcases  which  at  the  present  time 
necessitates  a considerable  amount  of  overtime  work,  including  work  on  Sundays, 

In  concluding  this  report  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  their  Officers  who  have  shown  me  so  much  kindness  during  a busy 
year.  In  particvilar,  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Colston  and  his 
staff  for  the  very  valuable  help  and  co-operation  which  has  been  given 
throughout  the  year  and  for  his  very  great  assistance  in  compiling  the 
Sanitary  component  of  this  report.

Some  influenza  occurred  again  in  the  area  in  the  first  quarter  but, 
apart  from  this,  infectious  disease  was  at  a very  low  level.  There  was 
again  no  case  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  whooping  cough. 

Nevertheless  I am  seriously  concerned  by  the  figures  for  primary 
immunization  against  diphtheria  in  infancy.  This  year  l68  children 
received  a primary  course,  which  is  far  too  low  trfien  considered  in 
relation  to  the  number  of  births  - 269.  Dysentery,  which  occurred 
at  Buxton,  did  not  gain  a foothold  in  the  District  and  may  have  been  due 
in  some  measure  to  the  energetic  manner  in  which  carriers  and  known 
contacts,  especially  children,  were  dealt  with  by  the  Buxton  Public  Health 
Department,

In  addition  three  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation  supply  to  Charlesworth.  Tv;o  samples  were  satis- 
factory, one  unsatisfactory.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  V/ater  Board  supply  in  the  Hope  Valley,  both  being  satisfactory. 

Twenty-five  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  private 
supplies,  twelve  were  satisfactory,  thirteen  unsatisfactory.  Where 
adverse  resTolts  were  reported  the  occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  all 
drinking  water  • 

(b)  Quantitative,  The  months  of  June  and  July  were 
periods  of  comparatively  light  rainfall.  During  these  months  all  supplies 
in  the  area  became  depleted  and  recourse  was  made  to  established  emergency 
operations.  All  reservoir  levels  were  maintained  at  safe  margins  and  the 
daily  bacteriological  examinations  confirmed  no  diminution  in  the  quality 
of  the  water  to  the  distribution  system.  This  satisfactory  feature  is 
attributable  to  a careful  adherence  to  chlorination  technique  but, 
nevertheless,  resource  to  open  moorland  streams  to  maintain  supplies  is 
a questionable  though  necessaiy  expedient  during  the  period  of  the 
formation  of  a new  Water  Under’taking  which  will  assume  control  on 
1st  October,  1963.  Therefore,  it  is  hoped  that  the  newly  established 
Board  will  augment  without  delay  supplies  which  for  several  years  past 
have  been  insxaffient  to  meet  increased  demand.

Public  Conveniences 

It  is  the  established  policy  of  the  District  Council  to  construct 
one  public  convenience  per  year  to  cater  for  the  increasing  tourist 
popularity  of  the  High  Peak,  a large  portion  of  which  is  in  the  Peak 
National  Park,  It  is  salutary  to  note,  and  a depressing  comment  on 
youthful  standards  of  behaviour  that  the  damage  to  these  conveniences  is 
regular  and  considerable. 


Two  conveniences  were  completed  during  the  year  under  review,  at  Hope 
and  Edale,  centres  of  attraction  in  the  Peak  National  Park, 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  o-nd  the  hamlets 
of  Simmindley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

During  the  year  work  was  completed  on  the  Peak  Dale  sev/erage  and 
sewage  works  scheme  and  the  enlargement  of  Hope  sewage  works  to  receive 
Castleton  drainage.  Both  works  are  now  fully  operational. 

In  Charlesworth  and  Chisworth,  9 sewer  connections  have  been  made 
during  the  year  making  a total  of  338  out  of  a possible  356  since  completion 
of  the  public  sewerage  scheme.

Farm  Effluents 

Section  63,  Public  Health  Act,  1961  defined  effluent  from  agricultural 
or  horticultural  premises  as  "trade  effluent".  The  effect  is  that  all 
such  activities  which  may  have  enjoyed  a prescriptive  right  to  discharge 
farm  wastes  to  the  public  sewers  lost  it  after  3rd  October,  1962  subject 
to  minor  extensions  of  time  to  allov\f  for  trade  effluent  notices,  appeals, 
etc.  There  are  a total  of  492  agricultural  or  horticultural  premises 
in  the  District  and  only  26  are  connected  to  the  sewer.  Ten  have  served 
protection  notices.  No  disposal  problems  attributable  to  farm  wastes 
have  arisen  at  the  several  disposal  works  except  possibly  at  one  small 
works  where  there  is  an  i^alance  of  trade  waste  over  domestic  sewage 
and  even  so,  the  analyses  there  of  work  effluent  do  not  show  that  farm 
wastes  have  made  an  excessive  impact  on  the  works. 

It  has  been  decided  provisionally  to  make  no  charge  for  trade  effluent 
and  if,  on  further  experience,  it  is  apparent  that  farm  effluent  can  be 
accepted  without  \anreasonable  difficulty,  then  the  right  of  the  Authority 
to  refuse  farm  wastes  altogether  need  not  be  exercised. 
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Clearly,  however,  there  is  much  less  reason  on  public  health  grounds 
for  admitting  farm  effluents  to  sewers  than  industrial  effluents  as  the 
latter  may  otherwise  go  untreated  into  a river  while  the  former  can  often 
with  advantage  be  returned  to  the  land.  Where  it  is  reasonable  to  do  so, 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  District  Council's  Officers  to  invite  farmers 
to  divert  effluents  from  the  sewers  even  if  no  problem  of  7;orks  treatment 
arises. 

Refuse  Collection 

Refuse  from  most  premises  in  the  Rural  District  is  collected  once 
weekly  and  disposed  of  at  strategic  disposal  points.  The  incentive  bonus 
scheme  introduced  in  I96O  has  continued  to  achieve  good  results. 

Consequently,  very  regular  removal  of  refuse  from  premises  remains  the 
rule  and  an  indication  of  the  efficiency  of  the  seirvice  is  that  its  cost, 
in  terms  of  rate  levied  in  the  poxmd  for  the  service,  is  the  lowest  in  the 
County, 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  196O 

The  above  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  29th  August,  I96O  is 
administered  in  close  collaboration  with  the  two  Local  Planning  Authorities, 

There  were  39  caravan  sites  at  the  31  st  December,  1 962  containing 
125  caravans. 

Of  these,  32  sites  containing  114  caravans  were  entirely  used  for 
week-end  and  holiday  purposes,  7 sites  containing  11  caravans  were  in 
use  as  residential  accommodation.  The  effect  of  administration  of  the 
Act  has  been  to  secure  a reduction  in  the  number  of  sites  and  those  qualifying 
for  licences  all  comply  with  standard  conditions.  There  remains  sites  used 

for  caravans  and  tented  accommodation  for  casual  periods;  the  former  for 
28  days  in  aggregate  in  twelve  months,  and  the  latter  for  not  more  than  i42 
consecutive  d^s  or  60  days  in  aggregate  in  one  year.  It  is  well  xmderstood 
by  members  that  normally  there  is  no  legislative  control  over  such  limited 
use  and  this  is  merely  mentioned  as  an  explanation  why,  at  holiday  periods 
expecially,  many  fields  not  licensed  specifically  have  caravans  and  tents 
in  scattered  situations  in  excess  of  the  number  licensed  in  a village. 

Nevertheless,  where  an  excessive  number  of  tents  appear  in  fields,  as 
sometimes  happens  at  holiday  periods  and  obviously  ill-equipped  so  that  the 
elements  of  hygiene  are  ignored,  then  a complaint  to  the  Justices  in  terms 
of  Section  268,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  should  follov/. 

Statutory  Notices 

Nine  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

All  except  one  were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  services  of  a 
rodent  operative  are  used  part  time  to  treat  all  infestations  in  the  area. 

The  sewers  have  been  treated  twice  during  the  year. 

In  a total  of  946  properties  inspected  during  the  year  72  treatments 
were  made  by  the  operative,  a charge  being  made  for  the  service  at  all  trade 
premises. 

Swimming  Pools 

There  were  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  open  to  the  general  public 
'last  summer,  one  at  Park  Hall,  Hayfield,  the  other  at  the  Rising  Sun  Hotel, 
Bamford, 

The  Hayfield  pool  is  filled  with  water  from  a moorland  stream. 

Treatment  is  by  slov/  sand  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  water 
being  changed  once  every  two  weeks. 

The  Bamford  pool  is  filled  from  a private  spring  supply  and  treatment 
is  by  a Bell’s  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine 
gas. 
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Both  pools  were  sampled  during  the  season  and  all  samples  taken 
from  both  inlet  and  outlet  ends  were  satisfactory* 

Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928 

Routine  77ork  of  inspection  of  installations  has  continued  during 
the  year,  and  at  the  31st  December  petroleimi  licences  were  in  force. 
The  two  public  health  inspectors  act  also  as  Petroleum  Officers  and 
work  in  close  collaboration  with  the  Fire  Prevention  Department  of  the 
Fire  Authority, 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial  premises  now 
have  plant  capable  of  compliance  with  the  Act  and  no  complaints  v;ere 
received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  premises  to  v^hich  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  applies. 

No  applications  were  received  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3, 
of  the  above  Act, 

Routine  meetings  again  took  place  during  the  year  with  a represent- 
ative of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  regarding  nuisances  arising  from  smoke 
and  dust  from  quariy  and  lime  works  and  it  is  known  that  researches  into 
the  peculiar  problem  continued,,  It  may  be  that  before  long  an  answer 
to  the  problem  will  evolve  foliovd.ng  the  introduction  at  considerable 
expense  of  experimental  plant  in  the  Rural  District,
